Minot, N. D., May H.—A demand 


that the state banks of North Dakofa, 
which, under the depositors' guar- 
antee fund law assume tbe liability of 
closed banks, should have some hand 
In determining how these closed Insti- 
tutions should be managed and thel» 
affairs liquidated, was voiced by A. K. 
Sevareid, cashier of the- Merchants 
State bank of Velva and president of 
the northwestern district of the North 
Dakota Bankers association, In his 
address to the annual convention of 
the district association which opened 
In Minot this afternoon, with more than 
100 banks In the northwestern part of 
North Dakota represented. 


"At the present time," he declared, 


"there are betwen 30 and 40 banks 
closed In North Dakota and pmctlcal- 
ly all of them are t>tate banks and 
come under the guarantee fund law. 
H IB reasonable to assume that In 
each bank unable to reopen for biwl- 
ncss, there will be a loss. We, who 
are members of the guarantee fund, 
which means all stnte banks, have as- 
sumed this liability, We have virtu- 
ally stepped Into the shoes of the 
stockholders of these banks and have 
assumed-1 their responsibilities but we 
have nothing to do or nothing to say 
about receiverships or management or 
liquidation of these defunct banks, 
and still we are sponsors and guar- 
antors, 


"It would nppeur that we should be 


permitted to Investigate these matters 
and also devise and apply our own 
methods In handling this in conjunc- 
tion with the banking board. 
It Is 


also very probable that directors and 
oUlcers of some of these defunct 
banks have been unnecessarily delin- 
quent and negligent in their duties, 
thereby making themselves liable."
